communications received from Baron 
Nissi, the Japanese minister at Ptkin. 
The telegram was received at the lega- 
tion today from the Japanese minister 
of foreign tiffiurs and is important be- 
cause of tho data given. It tvas sent 
by tho Japanese consul at»Ohee-Foo, 
whose telegram is dated July 13th and 
is as follows:

sage is substantially as follows: "The 
situation in Pekiu i* extremely critical. 
Tlje foreign legations are surrounded 
on all sides by Chinese soldiers, who 
are bombarding night and day. The 
members, guards and residents are re- 
sisting to the utmost, but the over- 
whelming numbers of the enemy make 
opposition hopeless.

massacred at any inomoot. We earnest 
ly request the despatch of immediate 
roinfo) cements for rescue from our pie- 
oarioUs position "' The consul at Chee- 
Foo has communicated this letter to his 
colleagues there and the cornrnander-in - 
chief of the forces of the powers. 


King Humbert's Farewell.

Are TrauiunUted. 


A croup of ladies and gentlemen who 


had listened to u paper on a science sub- 
jfct in u private parlor cornered n person 
addicted to science to settle n disputed 
question. Ho did not think acquired trusts 
uro ever transmitted. 


"There are one leggod men enough Jn 


'this country to support several cork leg 
establishments, yet never has the child of 
n one logged man been born with less than 
two. Certain characteristics of the parent 
the child may have. It may be n comical- 
ly exact reproduction. Always, however, 
it is tho natural and not the ncquired pe- 
culiarities of the parent or other ancestor 
that it shows. Hence Professor Wcissniun 
argues that acquired qualities or charac- 
teristics are never transmitted. 


"The operations of tho laws of heredity 


are strange enough. A child may not re- 
semble either parent, but it may be an ex- 
act likeness of ft remote ancestor. That 
has been a source of scandal at times. A 
Baltimore man, a man of wealth, married 
a beautiful sewing girl. 
When a black 


child was born to her, there was trouble. 
Then it was revealed that her mother was 
n mulatto. There Is an older case exactly 
like it. A Greek married a fair slave girl, 
and when she gave birth to a black child 
her blood was traced back to an African. 


"There arc persons who think that if a 


man makes himself, say, a groat linguist 
his children will bo more likely to have 
the Rift of tongues. They think the chil- 
dren boru to a parent after ho has become 
dissipated are more liable than tho chil- 
dren born earlier to inherit a taste for 
drink. These things Wcissman denies. In 
tho first ca.--c the children may have tho 
father's aptitude for languages, but not 
the stronger because ho used it. In tbe 
other cntio tho children may have tho par- 
ent's disposition that led him to drink, 
but not tho stronger because it was in- 
dulged. 


"Mr. Herbert Spencer regards tho ques- 


tion whether any acquired traits are over 
inherited as aRr(;i»t matter, but he has not 
made tip Ms opinion yet. Ho is not pre- 
pared to combat the new theory. 


"The long accepted theory has never 


been quite satisfactory. It leaves so much 
unaccounted for. If acquired qualities are 
inherited, tho world ought to be crowded 
with greatness. 
Yet it is notorious that 


few great men leave sons as great. Al- 
though education is within tho reach of 
all and the methods of education are the 
product of centuries of experience, Shukes- 
pearos and Miltuns and Napoleons are not 
common yet. 


"On tho other hand, we might expect n 


steady increase of drunkards if acquired 
propensities arc transmitted. As a matter 
of fact, thero is much less drunkenness 
than there was half a century ago, al- 
though tho pressure of modern life and an 
Irritable condition of the nerves are cal- 
culated to promote dissipation. 


"Tho later doctrine docs not deny tho 


importance of heredity. It does not make 
it less important for tho parent to load an 
upright and careful life, since his children 
are influenced by his example, though they 
do not inherit bis mental and physical ac- 
quisitions as they may his property. If 
acquired traits are inherited, it should bo 
caf-y to prose. It has not been proved."— 
Washington Post.

DID iou EVEfl THINK WHAT A 


TERY OF MYSTERIES SHE IS? 


Wheu She Will She Will. *nd Wfa«u She 


Won't That Settle* It — The Impatient 


' Minorca and Other Koniltterc—A Peace- 


ful Man'* Broiler*. 


Tbo chicken that Is born on or before the 


1st day of llnroh Is worth dozens born In 
May cr June, when all the hens want to 
cit. The trouble is to find the hen who is 
inclined to incubation in the month of 
February. Generally speaking, she must 
bo u March chicken herself. ' Therefore to 
IIUM> March chickens you must lirst havo 
.March chickens. It is like the great eco- 
nomic proposition: To wako money you 
iniibt luvve money to make it with. How- 
over, it Is not necessary to inherit March 
pullots. They can be acquired at reason- 


^ abto rates, and every practical hen keeper 
"—nsiile from those wholesale gentlemen 


v, l,o can dovotu all their time and atten- 
tion to the monumental task of making 
Inoiihiitors incubate, and who are conse- 
quently Independent of the natural menus 
of Incubation—will toli you that the early 
born pullot, who is under a sort of natural 
inhipulsfon to lay early herself, is, oven 
when of no breed at all, of more value 
than the high brod fowl who declines to 
lay any eggs tintil the balmy springtime 
1ms come and eggs can be bought for 15 
cunts a dozen. 


The eccentricities of the sitting hen are 


beyond all account. No power on earth or 
heaven can prevent certain hens from sit- 
ting half their lives. They will sit on good 
eggs, on bad eggs, on china eggs, on 
stones, on sticks, on nothing at all. Turned 
out of one place, they will sit in any oth- 
er. By actual experiment a certain Plym- 
outh Hock (of whose breed one of the 
many uoblo qualities is broodiness) per- 
sisted in sitting for six weeks running, 
though she i\ as given no eggs at all and 
was treated with the greatest contumely, 
being moved from pillar to post and alllict- 
od with sharp cornered cobblestones and 
daily driven uwuy'with violence from her 
pathetic attempt to convert these igno- 
minous rocks into the noble ones of Plym- 
outh. At tho will of thu six weeks she 
did glvo up further Bitting, but she, ap- 
peared to entertain no grudge on account 
of her treatment and would on occasion 
coiuo and eat out of the bauds of \wr lute 
tormentors. It was in tho autumn when 
shy madu this quixotic attempt, and s-he 
hail already in this same year brought off 
two fluo broods of chickens—one in early 
March lind the other in Juno. 


Uiilier hens will never sit at all. 
Tho 


whito Mitiorcus—thoso hens with grait 
combs, which look exactly liku roosters 
and aro called "Catalans" by tlio .Spanish 
—will lay perhaps more eggs in a, year 
than any other sort ot" lien, but they will 
not lay them in cold weather, and It is un- 
likely tbut «ny ono of them was ever 
'known to batch a brood of chickens. Tho 
Minoreas will, indeed, soini'tiines bogin to 
sit, but they sucni to bo under tlio impres- 
sion that three, days ought to be, in nil 
eont.oienco, a long enough timo in which 
to hatch out an OKR, and at tho expiration 
of about that time they will abandon thu 
attempt with n groat flutter and much de- 
nunciatory oratory. 
If they aro fastened 


down on the nest with a bonrd plaeud 
pboto their backs, they will stand up ns 
high as they can under tho board and let 
tho cold uir addle their eggs. It is doubt- 
ful if over any human being, male or fo- 
rnnlo, wicked or pious, Christian or pagan, 
evur got through without profanity an at- 
tempt to make, a Minorca hen sit.

Here and there In the slums or in little 


frequented streets are the old metal and 
furniture shops where real bargains arc to 
be had. 
That more real bargains do not 


come out of them la due to the fact of 
their being known to few persons who ap- 
preciate their treasures. 


What ono finds in these shops is.no bet- 


ter than the stock in the antique stores of 
reputation which are becoming common 
up town and lino one avenue in particu- 
lar, but It Sells for fractional prices. The 
up town dealers know the value of their 
mahogany and brasses, and they affix a 
price almost invariably well in advance of 
that value. Their supply is pretty regular- 
ly drawn 'from the same kind of source. 
Some man whose house is handsomely fur- 
nished dies or fails or moves away. His 
household goods are sold at auction. 
Un- 


der tho red flag gather representatives of 
tho various antique stores to buy whatever 
is good in massive furniture and odd or- 
naments at prices averaging about one- 
third of tho price which will bo asked 
when the article is transferred to tho shop 
With tho small, unknown store tho case is 
quite different. Sometimes tho dealer pujn 
almost nothing and so can afford to sell 
for comparatively small prices.

times he is himself Ignorant of tho values 
of his merchandise, and then his customer 
gathers in the dividend of superior knowl- 
edge. Again, bis wares, particularly In 
the case of small goods, may have come to 
him through devious ways. Honesty al- 
ways gets its heavy percentage in dealing 
with dishonesty. 


On the edgo of the negro quarter on tho 


lower west side is a little shop that does a 
eort of hybrid business in old metals, wood 
and miscellaneous junk. Without mer 
getting into the police records It is btlll 11 
place of occasional police surveillance. Ono 
of its customers, whoso dealings with it 
are of the kind which do not interest the 
police, bought two jeuis ago a very beau- 
tiful and massive mahogany tablo from 
the proprietor of the pluoo. Recently he 
found out where-thu table came from.

side. Giovanni, the junk shop keeper, had 
noticed those.doors. Ho made arrange- 
ments which comprised two acquaintances 
of his, tenants of tho house with thu linobt 
doors, an ax and a strong push cart.

himself was not concerned in the arrange- 
ments. The doors disappeared one night, 
also the window pillars, and two days lat- 
er thero wore two Italian prisoners In tho 
police court charged with malicious wis- 
chiof.

Owing to tho ignorance of the prisoners,

{ to bo a battered old chest of drawers of 
massive proportions. It occurred to her 
that nothing but mahogany would bu 
carved in that way. Closer examination 
of tho article proved disappointing. It 
was covered with a dingy, cracked veneer. 
Nevertheless tho visitor wont inside and 
asked for tho price. 


"Two dollars," said tho proprietor in

days later, sho was amazed and jubilant, 
so jubilant that sho told tho expert what 
sho had paid for the piece.

The VM of the Inclined Plane In the 


' Sultdloc of tluvV/rauuide. 


At a meeting of the Philosophical so 


oicly 'of Washington J. IV^'atkius pre- 
sented a paper on ''The Transportation 
an'cl Lifting of Heavy Bodies by the An- 
cient Knglnuurs." Thu purpose of thu pa- 
yer was to show how many of tho struc- 
tures regarded as remarkable by expert 
engineers of the present day, and which 
romo archaeologists declare must have re- 
quired in their election the use of Im- 
mense machines, could have been con- 
structed by primitive tools and sluiplo 
methods. 


By moans of diagrams the speaker ex- 


plained bow inclined planes of earth could 
bo used in placing In position stone blocks 
or slabs of enormous weight, levels and 
pry bars being employed in sotting them 
up. Ho then demonstrated how easily, 
comparatively speaking, the pyramids 
could have been constructed by these sim- 
ple methods, and when completed tho 
earth around them .which had been used 
for tho inclined planes filled into tho pits 
from which it was taken, leaving the 
ground as level as before. 


AA an illustration thu pyramid of Gizeh 


was cited, some of the stones of v\hich 
wore transported a distance of 500 miles. 
In this case the highest embankment nee- 
esbary when thu workmen reached tho top 
course, assuming that a 2U per cent urado 
was adopted, would have been 750 yards 
long, containing, as it did, some 7,500,000 
cubic yards, provided tho sides of tho ein- 
bankniont would stand at an angle of SO 
degrees, which is not at all improbable. A 
forco of 10,000 men could have built such 
an embankment in a single tnelvemonth, 
a very small part of the total labor, which 
it is stated called for the services of 100,- 
000 men for 20 years. 


In tho solution of the problem of put- 


ting in place huge monoliths it was sug- 
gested that the modern engineer could 
well consider tho utilization of inclined 
planes before adopting a more complex 
method.—Science.

For Over Forty \>ar« lie Hiu Been Master 


of the Guillotine —He Describe* the 
Method of ]£xecutlon—Feela Hlb Respon- 
sibility Most Acutely. 


Comparatively few Frenchmen are ac- 


quainted—that IB,'personally acquainted— 
vith their dreaded and mysterious cora- 
Mitrlot Monsieur de, Paris, and it is no 
asy matter to come across him, for his 
lame is omitted from the Paris 'directory, 
and the police absolutely refuse to have 
nything to say as to his whereabouts. 
"However, being in Paris not so very 
ong since, and having some perhaps p&r- 
lonable curiosity concerning a ceremony 
n which the guillotine ploys the most 
irohilneut part, I obtained a letter of ln- 
roduction to Monsieur de Paris,'who is 
;he public executioner of France, known 
n private life asM. Deiblor. and who, this 
acquaintance of mine said, though of a 
uost retiring disposition, with a perfect 
dread of nctoriety aud avoiding contact 
vith inquisitive strangers, more especial- 
y journalists, as much as possible, would 
lot be found indisposed to give just a few 
letails of his by no means enviable pro- 
fession. 


Just 41 years ago," said he, "I suc- 


ceeded M. Roche, who had been valet to 
the famous or notorious M. Ileindrich, 
and with whom I served my apprentice- 
ship in turn in 1855. 
I assisted him alto- 


gether In 82 executions before I com- 
menced business on my own account, so I 
was no novice. Yet my first independent 
performance was not an easy matter, I can 
assure you, for the criminal, a youth 
named Laprade, who had murdered his 
'atiier, mother and grandmother, resisted 
BO strenuously that I was compelled to re- 
sort to methods the reverse of gentle. 
However, the story of that execution got 
noised abroad, aud, though the Paris jour- 
nalists were very severe with mo and de- 
clared that I lost my head ns well as did tho 
wretch I executed, since then I have 
found my clients less recalcitrant. I'ntil 
my appointment I followed tho trado of a 
tailor, aud so from a maker of garments 
In second class emporiums I have worked 
my way up, as you see, to bo a first class 
cutter in tho government establishment." 
And M. Uoibler laughed heartily at his 
own rather ghastly joke. 


I next ventured to ask If I could bo al- 


lowed a private •view of tho guillotine, 
which its manipulator referred to as "la 
machine." 


M. Do! bier shook his head mostdoclslvo- 


ly. "Impossible! Quito Impossible! But 
here is a model which will show you how 
it is worked. It is all very simple. Tho 
culprit is strapped on to this seesaw plank, 
which, toppling over, brings his neck into 
this semicircular ring, railed 'la lunotto.' 
whoro it is secured thus. 
Then I touch 


this button, the knifo, which is heavily 
weighted to make it fall swiftly, descends 
with tremendous force, and tho head is 
received in n 
sawdust, 
tell you that 
ready for use, us I am liable to bo sum- 
moned at a moment's notice. I am sup- 
posed to receive a full day's notice in Paris 
and two days for tho departments, but I 
always hold myself lu readiness to start nt 
any moment, as so boon us tho day and 
hour of an execution aro fixed by tho au- 
thorities tho re- is a greatdual to be dono in 
a very short timo. 


"In Paris I make it a rule to pass the 


night preceding an execution at tho Ho- 
quetto prison so as to be on tho spot when 
tho two black vans—ouo containing the 
'woods of justice'and tho ^thor destined 
to convoy tho body of tho culprit to Ivry 
cemetery—arrive at daylfejak. 
Then I 


personally superintend thu installation of 
la machine and give a dross rehearsal, as 
it wore, of tho performance with tho gen- 
tleman who is to take tho loading rolo left 
out. 
By this moans I have always, with 


one solitary exception, avoided any hitch 
at tho last critical moment. 
As soon as 


thu hour decided upon strikes tho culprit 
is handed over to my assistant, who, to- 
gether with tho prison chaplain, escorts 
him to tho depot—his last station on earth 
before reaching la machine—whoro bis 
toilet is performed. 
This docs not take 


long, for his hair and board havo been kept 
close cropped falnco his condemnation. He 
|H pinioned, his shirt collar cut wvpy, and 
he goes forth to his death. As soon as tho 
body is unstrapped from the plank it is 
put into a coilin, with tho head between 
the feet, driven off to tho cemetery aud 
buried." 


"And now, M. Deiblor," I said, "what 


is your opinion ns to the theory that lifo 
actually endures in the head for somo lit- 
tle time alter it is severed from the body?" 


"Well," was the reply, givon reflective- 


ly, "I have certainly on moro than ono oc- 
casion seen the c>os in a decapitated head 
open and close and the lips twitch con-

Still, after 
all, there may bo exceptional cases. I 
should not like to assert positively that 
there are not." 


"And with regard to the proposed uni- 


\\TsalnboIition of capital punishment, are 
you favorable toward it or otherwise?" 


M. Deibler gave a most expressive shrug 


of his shoulders, hs ho said: "One must 
not quarrel with one's bread and butter, 
you know. As I am paid to carry out the 
sentence of tho law I do not feel 'justified 
in expressing an opinion as to whether the 
law is right or wrong. Still, by that you 
must not imagine that I feel no responsi- 
bility in shedding the blood of a fellow 
creature, for I do feel it most acutely, and 
custom has not hardened me to it in the 
least. "—Philadelphia Press.

WHENCE THE CATT '._

Probably Adopted by Man Subsequent to 


the Huutlus: Age. 


It is impossible to trace, tho origin of the 


domestic cat with certainty to -any exist- 
ing species or variety of-wildcat. 
Indeed 


the time at which tlio oat was first domes- 
ticated and introduced to human society Is 
simply a matter of conjecture. 
Professor 


Sbaler expresses tbo opinion that tho do- 
mestication of tho cat must have been 
much later than that of tho dog, while nat- 
uralists give reasons for believing to tho 
contrary. 


Some people agree with ProfessorShaler 


And for this reason: That dogs were prob- 
ably first domesticated in order to assist in 
hunting, and therefore probably in what, 
is called the hunting age of human so- 
ciety; whereas tbo cat has nowhere been 
generally used as a hunting animal. Tho 
dog is essentially gregarious. 
He loves to' 


hunt in packs, and when introduced to a 
human family he regards the family as his 
pack and hunts accordingly, so that ho is 
easily made serviceable by the human 
hunter. 
Tho oat, on the contrary, Is un- 


social. 
It lives alone and hunts alone, so 


that it could not be expected to bo easily 
trained to hunt, either with men or for 
men. 
In fact, tbo only member of the cat 


family that is known to have been trained 
to bunt is the cheetah, though an ancient 
Egyptian painting, which may bo soon in 
tho British museum, represensa cat which 
is apparently assisting a hunter to catch 
birds. 


Thero is another reason for thinking 


that thu cat must have been adopted by 
man after tho hunting age—namely, tho 
cat's wonderful attachment to localities. 
Animals like the wolf, with which tho 
dog Is most closely allied, follow their 
prey over vast tracts of country and soom 
to bo entirely destitute of local attach- 
ment. 
Tho wildcat, on tho contrary, set- 


tles down in a particular spot and waits 
for its prey to come. When removed from 
its accustomed habitat, it seems to lose its 
skill, and therefore would bo useless to 
mon In a hunting ago, because in that ago 
men seldom had fixed habitations, but 
roamed abroad wherever game was to bo 
found. 
Of course much of this is con 


jeoturc. 
Whether tho cat or tho dog was 


flrst adopted by man cannot now bo cer- 
tainly known, but tho cat was well known 
as u domestic animal at tin early period of 
human history.—Boston Journal.
